Txs Marriage of Figaro was repeated at this house last night 
with considerable effect. Miss Paron was in excellent voice, and 
played the part of the Countess Almaviva, with the greatest grace 
and lady-like deportment, in which, from her natural gentility, she 
has ap easy opportunity of shining. She was encored in two of 
her best songs, and was rapturously applauded in the Letter-duet 
with Miss M. Taze, who played Susanna in the most pleasing style 
of gaicty and naivette. She was loudly encored in accompanying her- 
self on the Castanets: Figaro, with the recollection of Mr. Lisron, 
found but an indifferent substitute in Mr. Pearman, whose want of 
comic powers—so requisite for the part—are but poorly compensated 
for by his vocal abilities. Myr. Fawcrert’s excellent performance of 
Antonio, and Mr. Jonxs’s spirit and gaiety in the Count, are the 
principal support of the humour of the piece. 


The Vision of tke Sun followed the Cpera, and was received with 
the greatest approbation: the beauty and extent ofits scenery, with 
the magnificence of its costume, which reflect the greatest credit upon 
the taste and liberality of the proprietors, should certainly be seen by 
every admirer of the arts. 


The Irish Tutor was to follow, brt from the lateness of the hour 
when the Spectacle ended, few remained to sce it-—The house was 
crowded in all parts.
